Rescuers Rush Into Debris. 

Scores of frantically eager mén rushed into 
the débris with the crash of the explosion 
and fall still ringing in their ears, with the 
clouds of dust still rivaling the clouds of 
smoke, with the heavy barrels still crashing 
down at intervals from the upper stories 
with these whole stories, in faét, apparently 
on the verge of following the wail. Their 
one thought was to dig their way to where 
their chief and their comrades lay buried. . 

Some who had been outside the line ort 
freight cars and were caught by the fringe of 
the catastrophe were rescued, but the assault 
on the main pile of débris was hopeless. 

The bricks were so hot that when men 
picked them up they burned through heavy 
gloves and seared their bands before they 
could be dropped. Men could not stand on 
them, and within a few minutes they had 
started the wooden box cars burning, so that 
the firemen were obliged to retire and turn 
the water on the mass... 


Flames Belch Over Groves,’ 
The removal of the whole side of the bülld- 
ing also gave plenty of air to the fire and 


along the line. It was inclésed by the fire 
walls of the adjoinfmg buildings on the 
north and west, however, and the big fire 
wall still stood on the south, so that the 
open mouth of the vast. furnace was beich- 
ing its fame out over the ruins where the 
firemen were buried. 

Although there was not the slightest

For an hour and a halt no more calls were 
sem out. The men not only held the fire in 
check, but drove it back. The blase on the 
upper floors was extinguished and it seemed 
part of the building might be saved. Low 
pressure, lack of water, and the persistence 
of the fire in the lard. and fat and grease

Building Is Mystery of the Fire. 

Yet this was mostly guess work and the

Men Risk Lives on Roof, 


A soore of firemen were promptly detailed 
br Assistant Chief Seyferlich to battle with 
this new peril in this most dangerous spot, 
100 feet above the heade of the anxious 
watchers on the ground. All that could be 
geen of them was when some officer came 
to the edge of the roof to shout down an order 
tothe pipemen or his men leaned over to catch 
a whilff of fresh air as a relief from suffocat- 
ing smoke or the ammonia laden fumes borne 
by the south wind from the burning débriein 
the collapsed building. 

“My men can’t stand it on top of that 
building much longer if the wind doesn’t 
shift,” seid Assistant Chief Seyferlich after 
receiving reporte for an hour. The smoke 
is being carried directly over them. Yet that 
building is now the danger spot. If the walls 
should fall or if we opened up the doors in 
order to get at the fire, the fla mes would burst 
out with such terrific force that I fear they 
could not be controlled. Then everything 
would go.

Police Drive Back Crowds. 

Mr. Seyterlich’s decision that there was 
flanger from falling walls was communicated 
to the police, who at once formed e line and 
forced back the spectators a distance of 109 
feet to the south, out of range of the walls 
should they fall.

there, due to the insufficiency of water. 


Can’t Get Full Insurance, 

John A. Spoor, president of the Stock Yards 
company, said at night that some of the pack- 
ing firms were unable to get full insurance 
protection on their plants, partly due to the 
fact that some of the companies will not 
write insurance, and partly because of the 
high rates charged. 

„We have been after the city council for 
years to get more water,” added Mr. Spoor. 
‘+ Insurance men will not take our plants as 
risks, they say. until we have some means

The estimate of the cost of the system ex- 
tending all over the city wherever a high 
pressure system could possibly be needed 
for fire protection is worked out in the report 
with much detail, ag is also the’cost of oper- 
ation and maintenance. Mr. Ericson and his 
engineers figure that the cost of installation 
would be approximately $3,000,000, while the 
cost of operation and maintenance would be 
about $230,000 a year, to which should be 
added, in case the system is bullt out of the 
proceeds of a bond issue, $180,000 for interest 
and sinking fund, making a total annua! cost 
of $410,000. He shows by comparisons with 
other cities where the high pressure system 
has been installed that the reduction in in- 
surance rates would be material, amounting, 
it is estimated, to 5 per cent. 

If the special assessment plan is used for 
financing the initial cost of installation, Mr. 
Bricson’s figures show that the cost would 
be $5.50 a front foot for the property abut- 
ting the streets on which the mains are laid. 

' Insurance Men Favored It. 

C. M. Bishop, president of the Chicago Fire 
Underwriters’ association, said last night 
that the fire insurance men in Chicago have 
advocated the high pressure system for pro- 


' tecting the downtown and other business dis- 


tricts so long and so often without getting 
any results or encouragement even that they 
had given it up in disgust.

Hopes No Other Woman Will 
Feel So Heavy a Blow. 


WENT SHOPPING TOGETHER. 


Late Marshal Jyst Had Completed 
Christmas Purchases. 


The little woman who for seven years of 
happily married life has been endeavoring 
to prepare herself for the news every fre- 
man’s wife must expect,”’ lies prostrate 
because of her grief at the home where her 
happiness has been centered. She is Mrs. 
James Horan, widow of the chief. The 
blackness of sudden grief which lots 
out reason has come upon her. 

To friends who surrounded her at the 
family residence, 722 South Ashland boule- 
vard, her one remark was: 


Mr God keep such sorrow as mine from 


other women: Tue appallitig tragedy, the 


loss of my husband, end at this joyous holi- 
day season, is more than Leon bear.“ 

Mrs, Horan, who is yet young in years, 
married the big flreman as & young woman. 
the love in her beart mingled with pride 
in thé man of whose bravery all who knew 
him sang—this bravery which yesterday led 
him to his death. 


She Knew His Determination. 

She knew, even better than his friends 
knew, that where his men died he also would 
die. She gloried in the strength which made 
him a man who had been chosen the leader 
of strong men—one whose word of command 
they heeded because he did not ask of others 
what he was not willing to give or to do him- 
self. 

And the wives of the underfiremen who gat 
at home on the days and the nights, after the 
gong had sounded and the mem had gone 
forth, knew and found courage in knowing 
that their chief's wife kept the vigil with 
them, praying for the safety of the leader, 
and the leader taking even chances with 
iffe. And today with the stinging whip 
of death lashing their hearts they are her 
sisters in grief—not merely the widows of 
the men who served. 

Many of them have kept a longer vigil than 
has Mrs. Horan—that heart breaking waten 
of suspense which make of the wives of brave 
men the unsung heroines of story—but devo- 
tion ig not measured by years or agohy by 
hours. It is enough to know that the watch 
which they have endured in anguish. lest 
it might end—woman’s share in the heroism 
of life—has ended.

A VOICE FROM THE GRAVE. ' 

In another place in Tun Tarmune of 
this issue is published a letter written a 
week ago by Fire Chief James Horan re- 
specting the great need of a high pressure 
water system in the stockyands district. : 

Only a few days ago in the course of the 
debate over the limitation of building 
height in the downtown district Chief 
Horan sententiously remarked that it 
made no difference to the department, 
since with the present pressure if the 
-building were more than six stories high 
and the fire above that level his men had 
to wait for it to burn down to them. 

In the fire of yesterday the water avail- 
able ‘was pitifully’ inadequate, although 
the stockyards is one of the. most danger- 


inflammable and explosive material. It is 
being said that had there been high pres- 
sure yesterday the terrible tragedy which 
cost the city so many brave men's lives 
might not have occurred. How true this 
is Tum Trisune does not pretend to say. 
But of the need of an adequate water sup- 
ply at the stockyards, in the interest of 
the city as well as of the stockyards con- 
cerns, their employés, and the firemen, 
there can be no doubt. 

Furthermore, Chicago undoubtedly 
needs a high pressure system for down- 
town. This has been recognized for some 
years. At one time a commission was ap- 
pointed to consider the problem, and later 
in connection with the traction and sub- 
way plans it was examined and discussed 
at length dy City Engineer Ericson, 
who made a full report. It has been a 


part of the aubject matter of the subway 


preparations and will be given considera- 
tion in the forthcoming report of Bion 
Arnold. 

When it was proposed to provide a 
downtown system, the outlying districts, 
which already suffer from water shortage 
at times, objected, and the cost of installa- 
tion, especially as it now involves a con- 
siderable tearing up of the streets and 
dislocation of present underground work, 
is necessarily to be considered. 
Nevertheless, it may very well prove 
that Chief. Horan and his men haye died 
to give Chicago this sorely needed Im- 
provement. It is not pleasant to recall 
that it took the sacrifice of six hundred 
lives to make Chicago's theaters safé.

was not only feasible but desirable: Sup- 
port was pledged it. 

The seven contributors of $100 each, Rob- 
ertson & Young, McGuire & Orr, the Argo 
Land company, E. A. Cummings & Co., F. C. 
Wood & Co., Ballard, Pottinger & Co., and 
the Vaughn Seed company are to form a 
committee which will present a plan of or- 
ganization and action at a meeting to be held 
In the real estate board room next Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Will Be an Educator. 


John R. Robertson of Robertson 4 Young, who 
presided, expressed the opinion that no doubt ex- 
isted as to the success of the proposed show from a 
financial as well as generally interesting stand- 
point; that it would not only call attentioß to the 
possibilities and attractions of suburban life but 
also would serve a vaipedle cause in educating the 
people of Chicago us to what they really have 
about them. It also should, he said, apply to prop- 
erty in all parts of the city. 

Mr. Skene spoke, too, of the educational features

Mr. Humphrey also spoke of the benefit it would 
bring in teaching the people to know their own city 
and surrounding country. 


Outlines Plans of Show. 


Mr. Walker outlined in a general way the present 
plane regarding the show, which, he said. would 
be to exhibit not only pictures of various suburban 
localities, but also fruite and other products of 
the soil thereabouts, ae well as shrubbery. This 
plan was to be followed in connection with various 
outlying parte of the city, while the value and 
earning capacity of different classes of central 
business property also would be gone into. He 
declared that material men, dealers in shrubbery, 
trees, etc. would rent much booth space and that 
the demands of suburban dealers particularly also 
would take up much more. Among the suburban 
exhibits it wae suggested that Hve stock and 
poultry might be shown.

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CURTAILMENT IN DRY GOODS 
DISCUSSED BY MANUFACTURERS 


Leaders in Industry Assert That Un- 
less They Can Secure More Business 
at Better Prices Plants May Close. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]—More talk 
is being heard in the primary cotton goods 
market regarding curtailment next year, and 
the meeting which took place at Boston 
Wednesday night was discussed throughout 
the market. While manufacturers are hold- 
ing prices on a firm basis, they claim that 
unless they can secure more business on 
certain lines at better prices, the mills will 
be forced to close down to change part of 


their machinery. 

On quite a few lines prices are still considerably 
below the parity of raw cotton, and mills cannot 
continue to manufacture goods at current prices 
when they are compelled to use new cotton. In 
some quarters there le moderate demand of a staple 
character, but the buyer is showing little disposi- 
tion to cover his requirements through the first 
two or three months of the new year. Some west- 
ern buyers are making inquiries on deliveries 
through February and March on ginghams, sheet- 
ings, and some drills. Whether these inquiries 
result in business before the close of the year is a 
difficult question to answer, but it is hoped that, 
as stocks have been found to be unusually light, 
orders will come forward during the next few 
days. ,Cotton yarns show practically no change, 
moving siowly, with prices in this market irreg- 
ular. Spinners are reported to be holding firmly 
to their prices, especially where forward con- 
tracts are wanted. 

In the carpet wool market business is 
along quietly, and according to statements from 
various sources some large blocks of wool have 
been moved in a quiet way during the last week 
or ten days. It now looks as if dealers would carry 
small stocks into the new year. Offers to place 
forward contracts on print cloths are still being 
made, but at low prices.
